OPLIT ON SELECTION 
OF 6.0.P. CANDIDATE 


Dickinson Is for Lowden, 
Declaring Him Most 
Popular in West. 


NYE REVIVES CHARGE 
OF 1920 SLUSH FUND 


Both Factions Agree Jardine 
Plan for Agriculture 
Is Inadequate. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
There was a definite split in the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen forces yesterday on the 
question of presidential candidates. 
Representative Dickinson, of Iowa, is- 
sued a warning that with Smith as the 
Democratic nominee the Republicans 
will sorely need the farm strength and 
they had better nominate Lowden to 
get it, while Senator Nye, of North Da- 
kota, revived the slush fund charge of 
1920 against the former Illinois gov- 
ernor. He called on North Dakota 
farmers to remember that here is a man 
that can not carry his own State. 

Mr. Dickinson declared in capital let- 
ters that “there will be an equilization 
fee in the new farm bill or an equaliza- 
tion fight in the next campaign.” Sen- 
ator Nye agreed with him to the extent 
that there is nothing now in sight that 
might take the place of the equaliza- 
tion fee, but “choosing a candidate for 
the President,” he warned, “must be 
done with eyes wide open to the fact 
that such matters as freight rates, 
credit costs, the influence of wealth in 
the conduct of campaigns, as well as 
the purpose sought in the McNary- 
Haugen bill must enter into any thor- 
ough farm relief program.” 

Argument Made for Lowden. 


Mr. Dickinson said: “It will not be 
possible to reflect in any one individual 
all the reforms or remedies in which 
the West is interested. It is essential 
we advance one at a time, as sentiment 
will permit. This seems to be the year 
when an exponent of farm relief should 
be given preference. The mere sug- 
gestion of the problem points to the 
name of Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois.” 
The expression of the conflicting 
views was merely coincidence. Mr. 
Dickinson made his known in a formal 
statement, while Senator Nye gave ex- 
pression to his in a long telegram to 
the head of the North Dakota Farmers’ 
Union just convening at Jamestown, 
N. Dak. His colleague, Senator Frazier, 
agreed with him, he said, disclosing 
that the senior senator has been writ- 
ing letters back home along the lines 
of Nye’s telegram. 

Senator Nye did not mention Lowden 
by name, but he left no doubt regard- 
ing to whom he referred. 

“The whole agricultural program falls 
flat if we do not determinedly give 
battle. to the influence of sums ex- 
pended to win election to office,” he 
telegraphed. “The farmer can never 
hope to compete politically if election 
to office is dependent first upon the 
size of the purse.

Coffee is the moct 
important crop in Nicaragua and 
means either prosperity or failure for 
the country. 


There is a Gen. Gregorio Ferrera of 
Honduras who is widely known as a 
revolutionary leader -here, but Hon- 
duran dispatches make no reference 
to a Gen. Francesco Ferrera. Gen. 
Gregorio Ferrera, a former minister f 
wa. in Honduras, was last reported 
in 1926 as starting a revolution with 
discontented army deserters.

Mrs. Hartley Says Husband 
Threatened Her and Gun 
Accidentally Went Off. 


MATESIS SERIOUSLY HURT 


With Robert A. Hartley, 34 years old, 
a plumbing contractor of Bladensburg, 
Md., in Emergency Hospital, paralyzed 
from a bullet wound in his back, and 
his estranged wife, Sarah Marie, 28, 
mother of two children, under arrest, 
Washington detectives and Maryland 
police are sifting conflicting statements 
concerning the shooting. 

Mrs. Hartley, formerly an inmate of 
the Mount Hope Retreat, Md., sanita- 
rium, was arrested by Detective Frank 
A. Varney in Emergency Hospital at 
the bedside of her husband last night 
at 9:30 o’clock, shortly after the shoot- 
ing. She was taken to the House of 
Detention and held for investigation 
pending action of the Maryland author- 
ities. 

Mrs. Hartley told police the shoot- 
ing, which occurred in her home on 
the Defense Highway, Bladensburg, Md., 
was accidental, resulting from a quar- 
rel with her husband. Mrs. Hartley 
declared she “grabbed” the gun away 
from her husband after he had threat- 
ened her, pointed it “excitedly and 
nervously” at him as he slouched in a 
chair in the parlor of her home, and 
the gun, a .38-caliber pistol, belonging 
to Hartley, was “accidentally fired.”

Gasch, of Bladensburg, the first to reach 
the side of the wounded man, told po- 
lice and reporters he ran into the 
kitchen of Mrs. Hartley’s home after 
he had been notified of the shooting,

The Department of Justice already 
is gathering such information on.&@” 
temporary basis; the resolution adopted — 
last night urged that the work be put 
on a permanent basis. 

Comparatively nothing is known | 
about the facts of crime, Dean Justin 
Miller, of the University of Southern © 
California, told the conference. He] ; 
declared that, until information is, 
gathered showing who commits crime, j 
why it is committed, and answering © 
other vital questions, nothing can be ™ 
done toward formulating a solution of © 
the problem. All that is available 
now, he said, is a lot of miscellaneous 
information gathered in sporadic sufe ~ 
veys. 

Baker Praises Papers. 

Formtr Secretary of War Newton D. — 
Baker, who presided over the final 
session, praised the newspapers for the 
way in which they have cooperated © 
with the National Crime Commission} . 
and predicted that the aim of the 
commission — reduction of crime — 
eventually would be realized. 

The stirring speech of Chief Justice 
William Howard Taft, in which he ap- 
pealed for more intelligent juries, will 
have far-reaching results, it was pre- 
dicted last night by delegates to the 
conference. 

Appearing before the conference yes- 
terday, Chief Justice Taft declared there 
must be a further examination into the 
methods by which jurors are selected. 
He denounced the present method 
which permits counsel for the dé. 
fendants to exclude worthy citizens 
from the panel and accept “jurors of 
weak intelligence, of little experience 
and subject to emotions easily aroused.” 

Among the first to congratulate 
Chief Justice Taft was Justice Frederick 
L. Siddons, who dismissed the jurors in 
the Teapot Dome trial after charges 
had been made against one of them. 
“You have brought us a wonderful 
message,” Justice Siddons declared. 


Denies Youth More Criminal. 


The general subject at the morning 
session was “Pardon and Parole.” At 
the afternoon session lawyers and 
psychiatrists discussed “The Substitu-- 
tion of Scientific Mental Examination 
of Prisoners for the Present System of 
Paid Expert Testimony.” 

There is no evidence that young 
people comparatively are more criminal 
than those of a generation ago, Prof. 
E. H. Sutherland, of Minnesota Uni- 
versity, declared at a luncheon between 
sessions. He also denied that heredity, 
by itself, was a cause of crime. 
“Crime in modern society,” he said, 
“is the result of mobility which has 
broken traditions, multiplied contacts, 
introduced variety and conflict in cule 
ture and resulted in segregating people 
in different culture areas, where they 
support each other-in crime.” 


Americans Easy-Going. 


Americans are an easy-going people, 
Chief Justice Taft declared at the out- 
set of his address. They allow abuses 
to creep in, he said, until these be- 
come so objectionable they arouse 
themselves and then work radical re- 
forms. He expressed the hope. that 
such a time now is at hand. 

“Without examining closely the stat- 
ute as proposed and partly carried 
through by Senator Baumes and hig 
associates, it seems to me that they 
indicate that the forgotten man, the 
victim of the murderer, and the robber 
and the criminal, as well as society at 
large, is being remembered in the new 
legislation in New York. 

“We all, of course, are in favor of 
measures which will induce criminals 
to become law-abiding citizens, but we 
must never forget that the chief and 
first object of p ution of crime is 
its deterrent effect upon future would- 
be criminals in the protection of so- 
ciety. We must not allow our interest 
in criminals to go to the point of 
making effective prosecution of crime 
and its punishment subordinate te 
schemes for reform of criminals, how- 
ever admirable they may be.” : 
Not Enough Policemen. 


The Chief Justice declared the Amere 
ican system of criminal prosecution 
suffers because there are not enough 
policemen, and because the gathering 
of information and trials are too slow. 
“We need legislation that shall rene 
der impossible new trials except for real 
injustice in a trial,” he said. “We need 
legislation to enlarge the power of the 
judges to guide the trial and to help the — 
jury in understanding th. evidence and 
in reaching its conclusions upon the 
evidence. _This means that the law 
should not prevent the charge of the

Trade Amounts to $30,000. 


The total amount of trade in these 
commodities, it was estimated, amounts 
to about $30,000 a year. ne of the 
commodities involved causes an annual 
trade of only $317, it was said. 

Yet these eight or nine classes of 
commodities, consisting in part of bi- 
cycle handlebars and parts, automobile 
accessories, fibrous board and cement 
compounds—in all of which goods the 
French export is extremely small, have 
to be examined and compared before 
negotiations for a commercial treaty 
can be begun.

Wilson’s statement foll yester- 
day’s conference said that the 1926 
plan proposed a capitalization of $51,- 
000,000, “but that this figure

whereas the rate base suggested by 
Wilson includes the transit pro 
inside and outside the District and also 
includes additions and betterments up 
to December 31, 1926, and includes as 
well the properties of the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co.” 

He said the difference between the 
proposal then and the present one 
amounts to approximately $11,000,000. 
This was not explained further and the 
implication was left that, although the 
capitalization proposed then and now 
is nearly identical, there is added value 
to the amount of $11,000,000 now of- 
fered in the agreed valuation of $50,- 
000,000, this $11,000,000 of added value 
being the sum of capitalized better- 
ments and the subsidiary lines of the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. ly- 
ing outside the District. 

None of the conferees would discuss 
this added value in detail. All stood 
on the Childress and Wilson statements. 
But it was learned from records in the 
office of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion that betterments to the street car 
companies in the six months named 
were inconsiderable and that there- 
fore, if the $11,000,000 of added value 
existed it must be almost wholly made 
up of value of the Maryland lines of 
the Washington Railway é& Electric Co. 

From the records of the commission 
it was also learned that these lines, 
separated from the business of the 
sales of electric power, as they will be 
if, as the Wilson plan proposes, the Po- 
tomac Electric Power Co. is omitted 
from the merger, lost money steadily 
during the first eight months of the 
current year. The biggest loser was 
the Washington and Rockville line, 
which showed an operating deficit of 
about $1,500 a month. 


Additional Burden Is Seen. 

Persons familiar with street car op- 
eration commented on these statistics, 
based on the reports of the company 
itself, to the effect that inclusion of 
these Maryland lines, instead of adding 
$11,000,000 in value to the merged 
property, would cause the District 
street car riders to shoulder an addi- 
tional burden to transform their def- 
icits into profits. 

From January to August, 1927, in- 
clusive, the Maryland lines of the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. 
showed net income of $184,814. On 
its face this would appear to indicate 
profitable street car operation. How- 
ever, the same reports indicate that 
the Maryland lines sold electric power, 
which they bought from their parent 
company, amounting to $256,758. 

This power was bought from the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
which also owns the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., by which the power was 
generated. 

Thus it would appcar at second blush 
that the Maryland lines lost $80,000, 
or $10,000 a month. But this is not 
exactly the case. For, whereas the 
companies paid $130,097 for the power, 
part of which they sold at $256,758, 
it is also true that they used some of 
it, how much the reports do not show. 
Public utility experts who examined 
the figures said that it was clear that 
the Maryland lines showed a deficit 
from their railway operations, the 
amount not being indicated. 


Statement by Childress. 


Childress’ statement following yes- 
terday’s conference, follows: 

“Mr. Harley P. Wilson and his at- 
torneys, Mr. McAdoo and Mr. Clagett, 
came in to have a discussion with the 
Public Utilities Commission and the 
people’s counsel upon the proposed 
merger. Mr. Wilson wished first to set 
straight the published story of the 
similarity of his plan to that submitted 
in informal conference by Mr. Doo- 
little in June, 1926, with some of the 
stockholders of some of the traction 
companies and the officials of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission at that time. 
Mr. Wilson’s position in that matter 
is set forth in the accompanying 
memorandum presented by him, 

“Mr. Wilson also pointed out other 
differences between those submitted by 
him to the commission and the plan 
discussed in 1926, and called particu- 
lar attention to the fact that the plan 
discussed previously did not contem- 
plate, as his present plan does, com- 
plete control over the costs of the pro- 
posed consolidated company by repre- 
sentatives of the public, represented by 
the appointed trustees. 

“Mr. Wilson also talked with the 
commission as to the advantages of the 
ultimate need of a traction merger for 
Washington, based upon its future as 
the Nation’s Capital and also from 
both the economic and esthetic value 
to the city and Capital. He had with 
him figures which were the result of 
study by his engineers, which had con- 
vinced him, and which he believed 
would convince the public and the 
commission, that his plan would save 
approximately one million dollars per 
year. These figures were not exhibited, 
but he suggested that he would have 
a conference next week, at which time 
they would be gone into fully. 

“Mr. Wilson stated in leaving that 
he would, in due season, make appli- 
cation for a public hearing before the 
commission, when his proposed form 
was in finished shape, so that it could 
be acted upon by the proper authori- 
ties.” 

Statement by Wilson. 


The statement issued by Wilson was: 

“The suggestion has been made that 
the rate base of $50,000,000 for the con- 
solidated street railways and buses 
made this week to the Public Utilities 
Commission by Mr. H. P. Wilson, is the 
same rate .base discussed by repre- 
sentatives of the street railway com- 
panies for a consolidation with the 
Public Utilities Commission in June, 
1926. As a matter of fact, the rate 
base of $50,000,000 represents a re- 
duction of approximately $11,000,000 
from the base suggested in 1926, and 
the street railway companies never even 
committed themselves then. 

The rate base discussed tentatively 
in 1926 was approximately 51,000,000, 
but this figure represented only the 
transit properties as of June 30, 1926, 
inside of the District of Columbia, 
whereas, the rate base suggestec by Mr. 
Wilson includes the transit properties 
both inside and outside of the District 
of Columbia, and also includes addi- 
tions and betterments made up to 
December 3*, 1926, and includes as 
well the properties of the Washington 
Rapid Transit Co. On the basis of the 
figure of $51,000,000 used in discus- 
sions of June, 1926, the value as of 
December 31, 1926 would be $61,828,000, 
exclusive of the properties of the Wash- 
ington Rapid Transit Co., or approxi- 
mately $11,000,000 over the basis dis- 
cussed in 1926.” 


Another Merger Discussed. 


The public utilities committee of the 
Federation of Citizens Associations 
held a meeting in executive s@ssion late 
yesterday to receive, according to Maj. 
Clayton E. Emig, its acting chariman, 
a preliminary report from Hansel & 
Hansel, engineers, who have made a 
transportation survey and devised an- 
other merger plan for the committee. 
Reporters were barred from the meet- 
ing and no statement was given out. 
Emig said: 

“I am sure that Mr. Wilson’s plan 
is by way of putting the best foot fore- 
most and that many, many conces- 
sions will be made from it before it is 
adopted. He solicits constructive sug- 
gestions.” 
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Bans sarfani Game Warden 
From Federal Boat on 
the Potomac. 


OPPOSED BY VIRGINIANS 


(Associated Press.) 
The Federal Government does not in- 


tend to be drawn into the controversy. 


between Virginia and Maryland over 
the boundary line between the two 
States along the Potomac River. 

The Biological Survey of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which had become 
involved through invitation to the two 
States to place deputy game wardens 


aboard the Federal game warden patrol 
boat Curlew for patroling the Potomac 
to regulate hunting of wild geese and 
ducks, yesterday ordered the im- 
mediate withdrawal of the Maryland 
deputy warden and announced a neu- 
tral stand. Gov. Byrd of Virginia had 
protested to the Biological Survey and 
to Gov. Ritchie of Maryland that Vir- 
ginia’s rights were being violated by 
the Federal Government in helping 
Maryland enforce her game laws from 
a Federal patrol boat. 

The position of Gov. Byrd was placed 
before Biological Survey officials at a 
conference yesterday. The _ decision, 
made after the conference, was im- 
mediately communicated to the Mary- 
land authorities, and a statement is- 
sued setting forth the Government’s 
position. 

“Judge William S. Snow, one of the 
commissioners of the Virginia depart- 
ment of game and inland fisheries, and 
who also represented Gov. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia,” said the statement, “conferred 
today with Biological Survey officials 
relative to the question of continuing 
the cooperation with the Maryland 
conservation department on the survey 
patrol boat Curlew, operating on the 
Potomac River. 

The Virginia authorities feel that in- 
asmuch as there is a controversy be- 
tween the two States relative to the 
accuracy of the boundary line, the sur- 
vey should not permit a Maryland war- 
den on the Federal boat for the purpose 
of enforcing Maryland laws involving 
violations which might be predicated 
upofi the location of the offense with 
regard to the boundary line in dispute. 

“The Biological Survey desires to co- 
operate whenever possible with the va- 
rious States in the enforcement of Fed- 
eral and State game laws. In the pres- 
ent instance, however, when a contro- 
versy in good faith is involved that 
does not in any manner affect the Fed- 
eral regulations under the migratory 
bird treaty act, the only course open to 
the survey is to take a neutral stand 
in the matter. Pending the settlement, 
therefore, of the controversy between 
the two States the Biological Survey 
patrol boat Curlew will be operated by 
United States game wardens only.” 

It is believed likely that the Mary- 
land authorities will place a separate 
boat in service for use of their game 
wardens.

The test was a part of the Atwater- 
Kent foundation contest to determine 
the singing champion of all States and 
of the country. Two of the four will 
be selected by a verdict of the judges 
and by 60 per cent of the mail from 
radio “fans,” who listened-in. The pro- 
gram was presided over by Mrs. Louis 
K. Gutman, of Baltimore. .The Judges 
were Gustave Strube, director of the 
Baltimore Symphony Orchestra, and 
Mrs. Harry Rusa, of Baltimore, who were 
at the studio, and Mrs. David Seder- 
leicht, who listened-in at her home in 
Baltimore.

ISLES HELD BIG SOURCE 


(Associated Press.) 


Efforts of Federal prohibition offi- 
cials to break up what they consider 
the chief source of smuggled liquor into 
the United States threaten to collapse 
because of the deadlock in the negotia- 
tions between the American and French 
Governments over a rum agreement af- 
fecting the French islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon off the Newfoundland 
coast. 


These islands, prohibition authorities 
believe, furnish the base for rum run- 
ning operations that accounts for 80 
per cent of the foreign Equor that 
reaches this country. Smuggling ac- 
tivities from the islands, they claim, 
have increased greatly since the Wash- 
ington administration obtained an 
agreement with the British authorities 
in the Bahamas to furnish information 
on the departure of rum-laden ships for 
American ports. Through this agree- 
ment, officials say, operations in South- 
ern waters have been curtailed and the 
principal smuggling activities have been 
shifted to Northern waters. 

A similar agreement is sought with 
the French authorities, but conversa- 
tions which have been in progress since 
July made little headway and now are 
reported to be on the verge of a col- 
lapse. American officials are clinging 
to the remaining slender thread in the 
hope of saving the negotiations from a 
complete crash, but they have only 
small hopes of successful culmination. 

Some residents of the islands, who 
a short time ago eked out a meager 
living in the north country, now are 
reported to have reached the stage 
of affluence and prosperity which is 
attributed y officials to rum opera- 
tions. 

The French government is reported 
to have demurred on the American re- 
quest for reports on all ships putting 
out of the island ports for American 
waters laden with liquor, on the 
grounds that it would infringe on the 
rights of French nationals. 

The American Government argues 
that both nations would be benefited 
by the agreement by orderly naviga- 
tion that would result from such re- 
ports, as numerous fraudulent shipping 
papers have-been found aboard cap- 
tured rum crafts operating out of the 
French possessions.

INTRODUCTION DEPLORED 


‘by Hilarity 
in Committee, om Wins 


Much

Geneva, Nov. 3 (A.P.).—The contro- 
versy over whether a. declaration in- 
troduced by wine-growing cojintries at 
the international conference for the 
removal of trade restrictions is aimed at 
American ¢ ohibition of wine importa- 
tion was partly cleared up when the 
French delegate informed the confer- 
ence tonight that countries which pre- 


at home naturally have the right to 
ban all importations. 

This statement ‘means that the dele- 
gates of the wine-growing nations have 
accepted the views of the American 
delegation. The German representative 
made a speec’: to the conference, saying 
that Germany did not sign the declara- 
.tion, as it deemed it useless since the 
convention clearly authorized liquor 
bans when the national manufacture of 
spirits is illegal. M. Serruys, of France, 
agreed, specifying, however, that a ban 
upon importation could never be justi- 
fied on the ground that wine is harmful 
to health. 

What was generally interpreted as a 
diplomatic protest against American 
prohibition and the resultant illegal- 
ity of ajl importation of intoxicating 
liquor ito the United States caused 
a sensation at the conference. 


Wilson Deplores Action. 


The “protest” led Hugh R,. Wilson, 
American Minister to Switzerland and 
head of the United States delegation, 
publicly to deplore the initiative taken 
by the representatives of the wine-grow- 
ing countries. 

When the hit at the prevention of 


the importation of wine was introduced 
at a committee meeting of the con- 
ference, Mr. Wilson announced that if 
it were actually embodied in the con- 
vention it might. jeopardize accept- 
ance of the document by the Ameri- 
can Government. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Wilson’s warn- 
ing, the wine-growing countries, head- 
ed by France, annexed a declaration to 
the draft treaty, which the conference 
is now discussing. This declaration 
voiced the conviction that the prohi- 
bition of viticultural products can not 
be justified under the clause of the 
convention which permits restrictions 
imposed in the interests of public 
health, 


U. 8S. Protected Is View. 


The American delegation held, how- 
ever, that the American prohibition 
laws are completely covered by another 
clause which authorizes nations to 
apply to foreign products any regime 
of restriction applied to their home 
products. In qther words, the Ameri- 
can delegates contend and are under- 
stood to be ready to tell the conference 
if necessary, that inasmuch as Ameri- 
can laws make it illegal to manufac- 
ture or transport intoxicants into the 
United States, it is legally entitled by 
the same token to shut the door to all 
foreign intoxicants, 

Although it was recognized that the 
United States is the country chiefly hit 
by the declaration of the wine produc- 
ing countries, several Scandinavian 
lands also would be affected because of 
the prohibition regime in Finland and 
the restrictive regime in Sweden. 

It is learned that when the declara- 
tion was first introduced it was greeted 
with hilarity on the part of some dele- 
gates on the committee, which held its 
meetings in secret. But the declaration 
later developed into a measure serious 
enough to be supported by the dele- 
gates of seven governments—France, 
Greece, Hungary, Italy, Portugal, Jugo- 
slavia and Switzerland.

97,000, MAN SAYS IN UIT 


Farmer, 71, Charges Medium 
Had Wraiths Help in Ex- 
tracting Money. 


SEANCES WERE NOISY 


Wichita, Kans., Nov. 3 (A.P.).—His 
marriage to a “ghost” bride and vari- 
ous transactions with the spirit world 
were related in court here today by 
John Seybold, 7l-year-old farmer of 
Liberal, Kans., in his suit for $7,500 
against Mrs. Nellie Moore, a spiritualist 


medium. 

Seybold accuses Mrs. Moore of hav- 
ing defrauded him out of that sum 
by means of a series of seances in 
which ghostly advisers helped her take 
money away from him. 

The aged farmer told the court how 
her married “Sarah,” a ghost whom at 
times he could vaguely discern in the 
darkness of the seance room; of’ how 
he bought her roses and purchased ma- 
terial for a wedding gown, which Mrs. 
Moore was to make, and of how at 
“Sarah’s” suggestions he made vari- 
ous payments to Mrs. Moore. 

“When ‘Sarah’ said she wanted $500 
for the wayward girls,” Seybold testi- 
fied, “I asked how she, a spirit, could 
get it to them. She replied that she 
would materialize, as she did for me. 
I drew out $500, and at the next seance 
when I saw illuminated hands held 
out for the money, I put it into those 
hands.” 

The spirits, Seybold testified, made a 
lot of noise at these seances. There 
were a number with whom he became 
acquainted, he said, including “Dr. 
Greer,” a physician, and his own son, 
who was his “financial adviser.” Once, 
he said, when he complained of ill 
health, Mrs. Moore summoned a num- 
ber of ghostly physicians, who pre- 
scribed for him. Some of these ghosts 
were Indians, Seybold said. 


WEDDING IN CHURCH 
IS DENIED PRINCESS 


Disparity of Ages of Wilhelm’s 
Sister and Russian 
ls Decried. 


Bonn, Germany, Nov. 3 (A.P.).—The 
Evangelical Presbyterian Church has 
refused a permit for the use of its 
building, here for the forthcoming 
marriage of Princess Victoria Schaum- 
burg-Lippe, 63-year-old sister of the 
former kaiser, and Alexander Zoubkoff, 
young Russian refugee. 

The church regards the match as 
“unethical” because of the disparity of 
ages between the princess and her 27- 
year-old flance, while it is understood 
that former Kaiser William, as chief 
of the Hohenzollern house, has declined 
to give his consent to the marriage. 

The wedding, which has been an- 
nounced for November 18, will be a 
quiet affair at the bride’s home. While 
the couple hope that the marriage can 
be solemnized on the 18th, technical 
snags in connection with the publica- 
tion of the bans make even this date 
problematical. At the office of the 
license clerk it was thought that the 
marriage may be delayed until Novem- 
ber 24 as certain papers must be sent 
to Berlin. Unless these are handled 
with the utmost dispatch the wedding 
on November 18 will prove a technical 
impossibility, they said. 

Zoubkoff has been receiving threat- 
ening letters daily, but is disregarding 
these.

Monthly to Be Charge; Huge 
Financing Needed.

- New York, Nov. 3.—In introducing 


users, Henry Ford will present a novel 
financing plan that is expected to cre- 
ate a sensation in the industry rivaling 
that caused by his announcement a 
few years ago of the famous “$5 down 
—$5 a month” plan. *: 

Under the new scheme, to be known 
as the “club plan,” Ford proposes to 
sell the new model for $150 down and | 
$12.50 a month, the monthly payment‘ 
+ being regarded as a service charge and 
continuing as long as the car is in 
use At the end of the year, if the 
buyer wishes, he may have the car 
overhauled for a moderate charge or 
may exchange it for a new automobile. 


“Drive Yourself” Idea. 


The plan, according to those in the 
industry who have heard of it, is an 
adaptation of the “drive yourself” idea. 
title of the car remaining with the 
company. Presumably it can be turned 
back if the user is unable or unwilling 
to continue monthly payments. 

Under the arrangement it is obvious 
an outright sale is never completed, 
the monthly service charge of $12.50 
virtually amounting to a rental charge 
that continues indefinitely so long as 
the car is in service. 

Whether outright sales would be 
made in the customary way at an estab- 
lished price was not indicated, but it 
was assumed among salesmen for other 
companiés that the “club plan” would 
be offered as an alternative, suitable 
for the driver who did not wish to in- 
vest a large sum in a car, preferring to 
pay the monthly maintenance charge. 


Plan Held Feasible. 


Only Ford’s vast resources would per- 
mit adoption of such a program, ac- 
cording to Wall street bankers, who 
were inclined to doubt that such a 
radical step would be taken by Ford in 
bidding for new business. The scheme 
would necessitate keeping an immense 
amount of capital tied up in cars held 
by users, although it was pointed out 
that after a year or two the income 
from such a source would run into hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars a month. 

Whether Ford adopts the idea, it was 
agreed that no other manufacturer was 
sufficiently supplied with capital to 
put the plan into operation. It was be- 
lieved in trade circles the scheme 
would have a wide appeal, and if care- 
fully managed, would be feasible. 

Indications that new sales ideas were 
contemplated by the Ford management 
were seen in the last week or so by im- 
portant changes in the personnel of 
leaders in the Ford sales organization. 

If the plan works in the case of the 
new Ford car it is to be extended to 
Lincolns, it was understood, cash and 
monthly payments to be proportionate- 
ly larger. It was indicated the down 
payment for the Lincoln would be 
$1,500 and the monthly charge $40.

EXEMPTION IS SOUGHT

Woman Demands She Be 
Questioned on Proposal 
When Not Queried. 


(Associated Press.) 

For the first time in years the House 
ways and means committee devoted 
practically an entire session yesterday 
to consideration of the direct tax on in- 
dividual incomes without a single wit- 
ness advocating reduction in the levies, 


although a recommendation was re- 
ceived that the exemption granted sin- 
gle persons should be increased from 
$1,500 to $3,500. : 

During the writing of the last two 
revenue laws the individual income 
rates, which directly affect the pocket- 
books of millions of taxpayers, were the 
center of debate and yesterday was in 
marked contrast with the meeting two 
years ago when the levies were being 
considered. 

The move for increased exemption for 
single persons was sponsored by the Na- 
tional Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women's Clubs, represented 
by Lena M, Phillips, of New York City; 
Martha L. Connole, of East St. Louis, 
Tll., and Cornelia Adair, of Richmond, 
Va. Their appearance marked the first 
time in the memory of committee clerks 
that women had testified before a com- 
mittee of Congress on revenue matters, 


Married People Aided. 


Miss Connole argude that the aver- 
age married man or head of a family 
now enjoys a 180 per cent better posi- 
tion in the matter of exemptions than 
during the war and about “2 per cent 
better than before the war, while the 
exemption allowed single persons is 
only one-half of what it was before the 
war. 

The injustice done single persons is 
emphasized by the fact that the Treas- 
ury has each year unnecessarily col- 
lected about 600,000,000 over 
above the Government’s needs, 
said. 

The witness also held that a num- 
ber of single persons contribute to the 
family’s support in some way and 
argued that most of them came within 
the lower income levels. 

About 2,000,000 single persons pay 
an income tax, Miss Phillips testified, 
and their average tax does not ex- 
ceed $2. 


Costs More Than Tax Brings, 


she 


“It is obvious that it costs more to 
collect this tax than it brings to the/ 
Government,” she contniued. “None of 
what they pay goes into the Federal 
Treasury and we think that th’: should 
be considered in bringing about a nore 
just and fair exemption for this class 
of taxpayers.” 

After Miss Connole and Miss Phillips 
had completed their testimony, the for- 
mer asked the committee if it had any 
questions. When none of the members 
spoke up, Miss Phillips insisted that 
“we want some questions,” and then 
Miss Connole spoke up to say that if 
the committee did not ask any 
quesitons she would feel that no at- 
tention would be paid to her testi- 
mony. 

“We assure you that we won’t let 
you alone if you do that,” she warned, 

Isaac W. Frank, Pittsburgh, Pa., ad~ 
vocated that all incomes devoted by 
persons to philanthropic purposes be 
exempted from taxation, 

“At least it would be more just,” he 
said, “to increase the present exemption 
on charitable donations vp to 580 per 
cent of the income instead of 15 per 
cent.” 


Banker Proposes Exemption. 


Exemption in personal tax returns 
for income up to $300 derived as in- 
terest or dividends from banks or trust 
companies was proposed by R. C, 
Stevenson, South Bend, Ind., of the 
American Bankers Association. This is 
allowed in investors in building and 
loan organizations and cC. Clinton 
James, of the United States League 
of Building and Loan Associations, said 
that his organization would not object. 
But he added it would oppose complete 
abolition of the exemption now allowed. 

Before the committee considered the 
individual income tax, Clinton T. Roe, 
Long Island, New York, representing 
the New York Realty Board, expressed 
his views on real estate t: xes, support- 
ing revision of the present levies. 

He was followed by Alfred L. Smith, 
of New York, representing the Music 
Industries Chamber of Commerce, who 
contended that taxes on installment 
plan sales are now collected twice. This 
phase was emphasized also by H. H. 
Cotton, Los Angeles, Calif., in connec- 
tion with real estate sales. 


Hearings on Tax Cut 


Held U nauthorized 


Asheville, N. C., Nov. 3 (A.P.).— 
Criticism of the holding of tax reduc- 
tion hearings by the ways and means 
committee of the National House of 
Representatives and of the proposed 
holding of hearings by the flood con- 
trol committee before Congress con- 
venes December 5, was voiced by Rep- 
resentative Zebulon Weaver here today 
on his return from Washington. 

“These committees do not exist,” 
Representative Weaver said. “The 
Sixty-ninth Congress has passed out of 
existence and the Seventieth has not 
yet been organized. 

“If it is necessary to take early ac- 
tion on major legislative problems why 
didn’t President Coolidge call Congress 
into extra session before December 5 
so that solution of these problems 
could be arrived at in a legal manner? 

“When Congress convenes its mem- 
berg will be asked to consider with 
only a few hours debate bills formu- 
lated by groups not authorized to draft 
them,” 

Mr. Weaver predicted a tax reduction 
of at least $300,000,000.

“Perhaps that is not the whole test 
of a candidate, If it is not, let us de- 
termine then wherein Hes the strength 
of each available candidate. Does he 
have a ghost of a chance to carry his 
own State? How important is his own 
State to eventual success? These are 
only two of many questions which must 
be considered by us all.” 

After naming Lowden as the farm 
candidate, Representative Dickinson de- 
clared: “It will be a sad day for East- 
ern Republicans when they defeat a 
well-qualified man for nomination, on 
the ground that he happens to be a 
friend of the farmer.” 


Smith Keen, Says Dickinson. 


If the Republican party “continues 
to disregard the demands of the farm- 
ing section of the country,” he said, 
and Smith should “personally indorse 
farm legislation and write his promise 
into his platform, you would have a 
repetition of the campaign of 1896, and 
chaos would reign in both political 
parties. A keen-minded leader would 
do this very thing, and Gov, Al Smith 
is as keen as they make them.” 

Recalling the slogan of Lincoln sup- 
porters in 1860, “Listen or Lose the 
West,” Mr. Dickinson declared: 

“The farmer is becoming suspicious 
of party pledges. He read both plat- 
forms in 1924 and they sounded good, 
and then after election the party lead- 
ers forgot all about them, Next year 
he will be more interested in candi- 
dates and their views rather than in 
platform promises. 

“If the leadership of the Republican 
party stays in the East and the East 
continues to increase the minority by 
sending Democrats to the Senate, and 
insists on nominating its own candi- 
dates for the Westerner to vote for, 
and then upon calling him names when 
he demands something. in his own 
right, the Western slogan will again be, 
‘Listen or Lose the West.’ 


Lowden Declared Popular. 


“With Democracy, led by Gov. Al 
Smith, dividing the votes on religious 
and wet and dry issues in St. Louis 
and Kansas City, the Republican candi- 
date must draw the farm vote of Mis- 
souri to win.

9 ARTICLES APPROVED 
BY RADIO CONVENTION 


Has Been in Session for One 
Month; May Conclude 
by November 15. 


(Associated Press.) 


Exactly one month after its inaugura- 
tion, the international radio conference 
had yesterday nine articles of the con- 
vention, six general radio regulations 
and two appendices to the latter, as 
the sum total of provisions approved for 
its new international wireless compact. 
The convention is expected finally to 
contain about 25 articles, the regula- 
tions probably amounting to about 40 
articles with seventeen appendices. 

All the articles so far approved by 
the conference in plenary session are 
general in character and do not contain 
controversial provisions exoept one 
sanctioned in the morning meeting in 
which rates for shipboard traffic were 
settled. Under this provision the usual 
Charges for such radiograms would be 
60 and 40 French gold centimes a word 
if originating from land or ship sta- 
tions, respectively. The American dele- 
gation reserved the right not to sub- 
scribe to this provision, taking the at'ti- 
tude of having no jurisdiction in pri- 
vate radio operations. 

Delegates asserted yesterday that 
speedier work on the part of the con- 
ference as a whole is to be expected in 
the future since its committees have 
been working rapidly and soon will have 
many articles to report to the plenary 
sessions, The committees’ work has so 
far advanced, it is said, that it should 
be easily possible to conclude the con- 
ference by November 15.

Poll Next Tuesday Looked To 
With Confidence by 
Both Candidates.

Louisville, Ky -. Nov. 4 3.—It is uni- 

versally agreed that the gubernatorial 
campaign, which is to end with election 
day next Tuesday, will split the polit- 
ical parties.of this State fo a degree 
hitherto unequalled, The question is 
not whether a voter is a Republican cr 
a Democrat but whether he or she is 
for or against race track betting. Con- 
sequently there are numerous Republi- 
cans who will vote for J. C. W. Beck- 
ham, the Democratic nominee, whiie 
numerous Democrats will vote for Judge 
Fiem D. Sampson, who heads the Re- 
ublican ticket. This division of sen- 
ent extends eyen to families, a con- 
spicuous instance being the fact that 
although former Gov. Edwin P, Morrow 
is stumping the State for Sampson, two 
of his brothers will vote for Beckham. 
In fact, there are so many eddies in 
this whirling current of Kentucky poli- 
tics that it is difficult to determine 
the direction of the stream, 

The situation is not without Its 
humorous side to an impartial observer. 
Already both sides are preparing to 
discount the result by predicting what 
may happen. Kentucky, like ancient 
Gaul, is divided into three parte—the 
eastern or mountain region, which is 
overwhelmingly Republican; the central 
or Blue Grass country, which is some- 
times -Democratic and sometimes Re- 
publican, and the western or “Pennyr’- 
yall” section, where the Democrats are 
in supreme control... When the searcher 
after truth heafs the Republicans ex- 


-| press the hope that the Democrats will 


not stuff the ballot boxes in the west, 
while the Democrats remark that they 
hope the returns from the mountains 
will not be delayed umtil it is known 
how large a majority is needed to elect 
the Republican candidate, there is a 
mentaP impression that things are not 
exactly as they ought to be. 


Elements of Doubt. 


As a matter of fact, Kentucky has not 
been free from election scandals in the 
past. Members of both parties admit 
that there have been elements of doubt 
in many contests and it was only quite 
recently that the courts threw out theo 
alleged results. of the last mayoralty 
election and gave the municipal ad- 
ministration to the present incumbents 
On the surface, however, every effort ts 
to be made next Tuesday to keep the 
election on an honest basis. 

Already the registration lists of the 
city have been purged of 51,000 names 
which had been properly challenged—~ 
24,000 Republicans, 21,000 Democrats 
and 6,000 Independents. Iy addition 
to this, a public proclamation has been 
jointly issued by Mayor J. T. O’Neal 
and W. J. Harrison, the Republican 
candidate, urging all citizens regardléss 
of party affiliations to do all in their 
power to bring about an honest, peace- 
able and orderly election. This appea! 
is due to persistent rumors that the 
feeling engendered by the campaign is 
so high as to threaten trouble at the 
polls. 

With confidence at concert pitch on 
both sides and without opportunity to 
make a canvass of all sections of the 
State, all that can be done in the way 
of summarizing the situation is to say 
that the betting odds slightly favor 
Beckham and to give the reasons ad- 
vanced by the Beckham and Sampson 
adherents for the faith that is in them. 


Beckham’s Record Strong. 


It is urged that the winning factors 
in Beckham's case are his admittedly 
fine record as a governor; his high 
character, his ability as an administra- 
tor, and, above all, that he has aroused 
a fervor in the State by his assertion 
that “a favored clique has been granted 
an exclusive privilege to commit a 
crime.”’ 

It must not be supposed, however, 
that because Beckham has rallied to 
his support a large proportion of the 


.| preachers and the churchgoers, he has, 


o~ the other hand, alienatcd all of the 
large class of Kentuckians who are in- 
terested these exceptions to ‘what 
try.

CRITICIZED BY UNDERHILL 


Manuel Quezon, president of the 
Philippine Senate, and Senator Sergio 
Osmena, visiting here with a view to 
furthering the cause of Filipino inde- 
pendence, were presented to President 
Coolidge yesterday by Secretary of War 
Dwight- F. Dayis.

TO HOME-RULE LACK 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 3 (A.P.).—Pic- 
turing Indiana as suffering from a 
breaking down of government under 
law, Meredith Nicholson, Hoosier au- 
thor, told the Wisconsin State Teach- 
ers Association today that “the super- 
government of the Klan and the intim- 
idation of law makers and government 
executives by the Antisaloon League 
had brought its inevitable result.”

FARMERS DISAGREE. 


‘with all the good wilt in the world, Congress 
ty very apt to fail in its efforts to devise a 
practicable method of promoting the welfare 
The fault lies with the spokes- 
men of the farmers—that is, if these spokes- 
“men are authentic representatives of agricul- 
ture. The conflict of opinion among these 


‘spokesmen is such as to make it impossible for 
“any citizen to know exactly what ails agricul- 
ture, or to understand what the farmers want. 

How can the public and Congress help agri- 


-@ulture when both the disease and the remedy 


are unknown, and when a hundred alleged 
“spokesmen” are shouting discordant state- 
ments ascribing all kinds of maladies to agri- 
‘culture, and prescribing all sorts of cures? 
‘Three hundred representatives of agriculture 
have met at St. Louis and have resolved that 
the McNary-Haugen bill must be enacted, with- 
out alteration. That would be an intelligible 
position for agriculture to take, and Congress 
could proceed to deal with the subject on that 
basis, if it could be shown that the farmers 
Jeally want the MecNary-Haugen bill. But 
other spokesmen of the farmers are equally 
emphatic in declaring that the McNary-Haugen 
bill is unsatisfactory and inadequate. Senator 
Brookhart, of Iowa, is one of these spokesmen. 
He has given out a statement in which he con- 
“tends that t:e McNary-Haugen bill will not 
meet the situation. He insists that railroad 
tates are at the bottom of the farmer’s troubles. 
He proposes to introduce a bill to force consoli- 
dation of the railroads and to place them in 


“control of a small corporation, with power to 


reduce rates on agricultural products and to 
liminate alleged discrimination against the 
farmers. 

» Senator Borah gave notice in the closing 
days of a recent session that no more legisla- 
‘tion should pass unless farm relief were 
granted. He is regarded in some quarters as 
‘an eloquent spokesman for agriculture, but 
the St. Louis delegates denounced him and 
others, including President Coolidge, Senator 
~Fess, Senator Reed of Missouri, Senator Bruce 
‘and Secretary Mellon. 

The political outgivings of the St. 
conference indicate that it was composed of 
politicians, and not farmers, and that the pur- 
“pose of the conference was not to help the

PHILADELPHIA'S CAMPAIGN. 


The voice in the wilderness asking for ways 
in which to increase public interest in politics 
is sure to obtain prolific response. Suggestions, 
serious and comic, are forthcoming, but one 
that appears novel at least and seems to be 
‘highly effective is to bring about the entry of

settled regions. In Iowa, for instance, several 
years ago @ number of men were picked to 
serve under the sheriff whenever emergencies 
should arise. Today this vigilante organiza- 
tion has a membership of 3,900 well-rrganized 
and courageous men, every one & sharpshooter. 
In 1920 there occurred in lowe@-56 violent 
erimes, resulting in a total loss of $258,000. 
In 1924, with the vigilantes functioning, but 
four similar crimes were committed, resulting 
in a loss of $2,600. As a result insurance rates 
against bank robberies dropped to the mini- 
mum of $1 per thousand, whereas in nearby 
States rates were increased, 

James E. Baum, deputy manager of the 
American Bankers Association, in a speech 
delivered before the national conference on 
the reduction of crime now in session in this 
city, advocated an extension of the vigilante 
system to urban territory. In, large cities, he 


. said, the plam never has been given a fair trial. 


it is feasible, however, provided business men 
will cooperate and be prepared to answer in- 
stantly a call of alarm. 

If the vigilante plan can be extended to the 
cities no time should be lost in doing so. It 
has been demonstrated time and again in small 
towns that an organization of men prepared 


fo shoot on sight discourages criminals far’ 


better than any other known means. In a 
small town the banker is known by every one 
in the community, and a bank robbery is an 
attack upon the town. The city man does not 
feel this way about crime, unless it ¢oncerns 
him personally, and it is probable that an 
urban vigilante association would be at best 
a half-hearted affair. 

However, the idea is well. worth a trial. 
Possibly, if the national conference on crime 
prevention would get behind it, the organiza- 
tion of urban vigilante associations could be 
effected. The community in which there is 
known to exist an organization of citizens fully 
armed and ready to shoot would be avoided 
by criminals. It is a primitive method of en- 
forcing the law, but conditions being what they 
are today, it is justified. 


UTILIZING HYPNOTISM. 


The use of hypnotism as a substitute for 
anesthetics in a surgery case, as reported in 
press dispatches from Chicago, doubtless will 
revive a discussion in the medical profession 
that has raged at various times during the 
last 75 yéars. Hypnotic suggestion often has 
been used by physicians as a successful means 
of relieving pain and soothing nerves that have 
become jangled and out of tune, but instances 
of its application in the case of a major opera- 
tion have been rare. 

One of Chicago’s well-known surgeons in- 
duced unconsciousness by hypnosis in.a patient 
about to go under the knife for the removal of 
adhesions in the abdomen. The operation was 
performed in the presence of a number of the 
leading surgeons of the city, who vouched for 
its success. The patient felt no pain, and was 
under the hypnotic spell for one hour, although 
she imagined she had been asleep for a brief 
five minutes. Practitioners agree that patients 
frequently unconsciously resist anesthetics, but 
in the case in question there was complete re- 
laxation. 

Surgery may be on the eve of a great step 
forward. There are many instances where 
life might have been saved had the patient’s 
heart been able to withstand the effects of the 
ether so essential, under existing practice, in 
deadening all sense of pain. Dr, Alfred P. 
Solomon, who performed this operation under 
such unusual circumstances, yet may be able 
to hold out the ray of hope to’those who, 
suffering from some seemingly deadly malady, 
dare not submit themselves to an operation 
under ether. If he does this another name will 
be enrolled in the list of the world’s bene- 
factors. 

Hypnotism has played an equally iuiienihnit 
part in judicial history. In a recent case in 
Berlin it was utilized in efforts to detect the 
perpetrators of a crime. The housekeeper ofa 
distinguished German professor was arrested 
for his murder over a year ago, under cir- 
cumstances that have completely baffléd the 
police. The housekeeper stéddfastly denied 
any knowledge of the crime, and no evidence 
having been discovered against her, she was 
reléased from arrest and surveillance. To 
relieve herself of the suspicion fastened upon 
her the woman demanded that she be hyp- 
notized and again examined. Under that in- 
fluence she told practically the same story, al- 
though severely cross-examined. Her mind, 
however, seemed to concentrate better on de- 
tails concerning the things she had disclosed 
when in her normal state. .The theory in 
criminology is that a person under the influence 
of hypnotism will always tell the truth. There 
might be a marked improvement in the prose- 
cution of criminal cases in this country if the 
‘“‘third degree” were abandoned and hypnotism 
substituted. 


THE BOYS CLUB 


There are_1,270 Washington boys enrolled 
in the Boys Club. It draws within its walls 
hundreds of youngsters who previously had no 
place in which to gather except the streets and 
vacant lots. It is the nature of the man-child 
to be gregarious. Noe one ever saw a single 
healthy young American willing to flock by 
himself. He joins a club or a gang every 
time. Clubs, when properly conducted, bring 
out all the best traits in the boy. 

The Washington Boys Club has grown to 
be an “institution” famed for its success in 
the upbuilding of manly traits and in develop- 
ing the natural talents of its members. Not 
only has the love of sports heéh diligently 
fostered, but trades are taught, respect for the 
laws is inculcated, and everything possible is 
done to make good -citizens. 

At present the club is quartered in an old 
house, 230 C street northwest. Formerly a 
very attractive residence, the ravages of time

of repair. The adjoining ‘“‘gym,” however, is 
modern in every sense. The boys need a new 
home, and a drive is on for the necessary 
funds.

certain conditions” governmental operdtion of 


the railroads. There may be other men, promi- 
nent in public life, who as firmly believe in 
public ownership and public operation of trans- 
portation lines, power plants and similar public 
utilities. On thé other hand, there are others, 
well qualified to speak On the subject, who 
differ radically and emphatically with the 
views of Messrs Norris, Eastman and all other 
advocates of public ownership. 

The annual convention of Public Service 
Commissioners of America was held.in Dallas 
last month. The commissioners, by virtue of 
their knowledge of public utilities and their 


operation, may be regarded as competent to 


judge of the advantages or otherwise of gov- 
ernmental’ operation of utilities. These ex- 
cerpts from the report of the convention might 
be pondered with profit: 


The losses due to extravagance, ineffi- 
ciency and questionable methods of pub- 
lic operation of utilities are enormous. 
The best service is rendered when there 
is hope of reward and profits * * * the 
reward of labor is generally less in public 
employ * * * management and supervision 
are found to suffer with public administra- 
tion. The’ low rates sometimes charged 
by publicly operated plants are not always 
due to low cost of production, but be- 
cause upkeep and other costs are shifted 
from the consumer to the taxpayer. Often 
the bookkeeping methods of public plants 
fail to give the true results. 


ONTARIO’S EXPERIMENT. 


Following the entry of Canada”into the 
World War most of the provinces of the Do- 
minion enacted laws prohibiting the ~sale of 
intoxicants. Later Quebec took over the dis- 
tribution of liquors as a provincial: function. 
Quebec for several years was the only province 
in which the sale of alcoholic beverages was 
permitted. But subsequently others followed 
the lead of Quebec and six months ago Ontario 
reached the conclusion that regulation of the 
traffic might be made effective, while absolute 
prohibition is impossible. 

The chairman of the Liquor Board of On- 
tario is D. B, Hanna. In commenting on the 
results that have followed the entry of the 
province into the business of liquor selling, 
Mr. Hanna says that prior to six months ago 
bootleggers flourished on all sides; that drug 
stores became little better than saloons; that 
illicit dealers in liquor were becoming a power- 
ful and corrupting influence politically, and 
that otherwise law-abiding citizens regarded 
the law with contempt. 

Now these same citizens are actively assist- 
ing the attempt to drive out the bootleggers 
and in closing the drug store saloons. There 
has been no increase in arrests for drunken- 
ness, in spite of the fact that Ontario was 
visited during the summer by more foreign 
tourists than ever before in its history. The 
financial returns have been satisfactory. 

Aside from the important fact that the, prof- 
its of the liquor business have been diverted 
from the outlaw to the treasury of the province, 
public opinion, which was overwhelmingly in 
favor of prohibition a few years ago, has 
switched and today is at least equally favorable 
to the policy of government regulation and 
control. 

If the provincial law should ever become 
unpopular with a majority of the electorate it 
can be amended or repealed in one séssion of 


parliament. 


THE NEW YORK TUNNELS. 


The problem of supplying the New York 
market has long been one of the most difficult 
that transportation agencies have faced. Re- 
stricted space within the city prevented the 
erection of huge freight terminals, The rivers 
which surround Manhattan Island limited 
actual and constant touch between the rest of 
the country ‘and the metropolis. Conditions 
within the city worked against : distribution. 
All of these considerations formed part of the 
movement that led to the construction of the 
New Jersey vehicular tunnels. 

This great engineering improvement is ready 
to be placed at the disposal of the public, but 
doubts are arising as to its value unless it is 
sanely managed. It was thought that the 
opening of the tunnel would place New York 
City in direct touch with the rail terminals in 
Jersey City, Hoboken, Weehawken and other 
Jersey communities. It was estimated that 
with the tunnels in operation it would not only 
be possible to handle more business than all of 
the existing ferries combined, but that there 
would be no delays due to fog and other river 
conditions which have handicapped business 
men and residents of New York in the past. 

All this would be true if it were not for the 
fact that the State officials in charge of the 
tunnels appear to be anxious to get back their 
The proposed 
charges for the use of the tube under the river 
are far above those on the ferries. The fee, 
which it is proposed to charge buses, would, 
it is said, result in a loss even if these vehicles 
were operated at capacity on every trip. Pleas- 
ure cars alone will be allowed a rate compar- 
able to that. charged on the ferries. The fun- 
damental reason for building the tunnels was 
not to provide a means of travel for week-end 
motorists, but to advance commerce and trade 
in and out of New York. If that purpose is 
forgotten the tunnels will lose much of their 
usefulness.

Navy Yard. Inefficiency. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
On our annual Navy Day all hands 
cheer for the biggest and best Navy 
in the world. The ships and the men 
who run them, the blue jackets and 
the Marines, alf are entitled to our 
genuine praise. The Navy )\on land is 
the most incompetent. branch of our 
Government service. The whole his- 
tory of the management of navy 
yards, repairs, dry docks, ranges from 
puerile to putrid. A few years ago I 
had occasion to make a complete 
study of dry-dock building in the 
United States. Every dock built by 
the Government was. a .miserable 
failure —of construction. Waste. of 
time and money was appalling. And, 
with all their experience before them. 
the engineers responsible for the latest 
built docks made the worst blunders. 

The revolving service of the Navy 
is the direct cause of the trouble. 
The custom of antiquity when men 
were quartered on sailing frigates, 
with odors of bilge water. boiling tar, 
and long distance from home, war- 
ranted a shift from sea to shore duty. 
No such condition exists today. An 
admiral lives in luxury aboard ship. 
Rarely five days from port, excellent 
service at hand, freed from the ter- 
rors of the Volstead act, he may par- 
take of Se ated ungoverned by 
statute. 

Why take this man from the deck 
of a ship and put him on land, where» 
he is a stranger to the work to be 
done, 

The management of a navy yard, 
repairs and construction, is distinctly 
a civilian’s job. The experience of 
the past teaches that a naval officer 
should never be permitted to engage 
in construction work on land. Indeed, 
he should not be expected to know 
that side of life. 

When stegm power became an 
auxiliary of sail in the Navy, the tra- 
dition is-that many of the oid cap- 
tains objected to having the chief 
engineer sit at the same mess table 
with other officers.

court from being enlightening and clar- 
ifying. It should obviate the camou- 
flage that is so often created in a court- 
room by the skill and histrionic ability 
of the counsel. 

“We must trust somebody in the 


supervision of the trial, and that some- 
body must be and should be the judge. 
The procedure and rules of evidence 
should not be such that the lawyers can 
weave a web to trip the trial judge, 
which an uppér court by reason of tech- 
nical rules would have to set aside. 
Neither the English judges nor, the 
judges of the Federal court are re- 
stricted in the aid which they can give 
the jury to enable it to understand the 
real issues and to veigh evidence intel- 
ligently.” 

The truth is, he said, that the 
American people in many States have 
distrusted the judges and preferred to 
let the juries wander about through « 
“wilderness of evidence” that often 
leads to a defeat of justice. 


Would Cut Jury Exemptions. 


After denouncing the methods 
whereby jurors of weak intelligence 
and little experience are selected, the 
Chief Justice continuec. 

“Exemptions from jury service ought 
to be cut down, and society ought to 
be able to secure a jury that ap- 
proaches the issues with a sense of its 
obligation to enforce the law without 
fear or favor, and with intelligence 
enough to learn from the Judge what 
the law is and to weigh the evidence 
with reference to its violation.” 

At the afternoon session Dr. L. 
Vernon Briggs, prominent psychiatrist 
of Massachusetts, told of «he law in 
that State which requires an unpre- 
judiced mental examination of cer- 
tain accused persons before they are 
tried. As the result vf this examina- 
tion, he said, many mental defectives 
are placed in hospitals instea’! of in 
prisons, and both they and the public 
are benefitted. There is a possibility, 
he said, that the prisoner will be 
cured; if he can not be cured, he is 
kept at the hospital for life, if neces- 
sarv. If this were not done, he said, 
the mentally defective  vrisoner might 
gerve a term in prison and then go 
out and commit more violence. The 
‘Massachusetts system, he said, has vir- 
tually dore away with conflicting tes- 
timony by opposing mental experts. 

Frankwood E. Williams, medical 
director, of the national committee for 
mental hygiene, told of the great aid 
that the psychiatrist can give the judge. 


Antagonism Between Professions. 


Dr. Hubert Work, Secretary of the 
Interior, who presided over the session, 
declared there exists a veiled antagon- 
ism between lawyers and medical men 
where insane patients are concerned. 

Judge Andrew Bruce, of Northwestern 
University, who spoke for the legal 
profession, declared the psychiatrist and 
the lawyer are getting together on this 
subject more and more every day. 

He expressed the hope, though, that 
the psychiatrists of the country, would 
bring akcsut some sort of uniform 
definition of mental diseases. In Massa- 
chusetts, he said, a man with dementia 
praecox is regarded as being “plumb, 
plain crazy,” but in Illinois this is far 
from the case.

the Franklin Administration Building. 

Since the board ruled that all gifts to 
the schools must have its official ac- 
ceptance, it literally has been deluged 
with offers from organizations through- 
out the city. Regardless of their value, 
such offers are inevitably turned down 
if the gifts in question involve main- 
tenance or upkeep expense. 

An offer of matting to cover the 
hallway of the Raymond School was de- 
clined because the board deemed it 
“insanitary.” At the same sitting, how- 
fever, the board accepted a piano for 
the Hine Junior High School; a steriop- 
ticon, for the Johnson School and a 
“speedograph” for the Blair-Hayes 
School.

FORMAL STATE DINNER 
IS HELD FOR BRIDE 


Princess Anne to Become a’ 


Duchess; Is Daughter of 
Exiled Duke. 


Naples, Nov. 3 (A.P.).—This ancient 
city over which the Italians, Spaniards 
and French fought for centuries right 
up to the nineteenth, tonight had for- 


gotten all past feuds in anticipation 
of a royal wedding Saturday. On that 
day the tall daughter of the pretender 
of the French throne will become the 
bride of the even taller Duke of Apulia, 
first cousin once removed of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel of Italy. 

King Alphonso of Spain was already 
in the city with his suite tonight and 
tomorrow Victor Emmanuel will arrive. 
Saturday will see virtually all the heads 
of the various branches of the French 
Bourbon and Italy Savoy families and 
of some other royal houses gathered 
for the celebration of civil and religious 
ceremonies. Ambassadors, high polit- 
ical, diplomatic, military and naval 
authorities in all the glory of full dress 
regalia, will be present. 

The bride, Anne Helen Marie, stately 
and graceful girl of just over 21, is 
the daughter of the Duke of Guise, 
who, on the death of his brother, the 
Duke of Orleans, in 1926, chose to 
go into exile from France as required 
by a law passed in 1886, although the 
present republican government assured 
him the law would remain a dead 
letter as long as he did not engage 
in political activities. This offer was 
made out of the duke’s unselfish and 
unflagging work for the Red Cross and 
the French army at the front—the law 
forbids any member of the former rul- 
ing house to serve in the army itself— 
and for carrying out several delicate 


|| diplomatic missions to Balkan countries 


during the war. 
Princess Feted in Paris. 


The Duke of Guise and his young 
son, Prince Henry, now are barred from 
French soil, but the Duchess and the 
bride of Saturday are allowed to come 
and go freely. In fact, Princess Anne, 
just prior to coming to Italy, was feted 
by aristocratic society of Paris and 
placed a wreath on the tomb of the 
French Unknown Soldier before quit- 
ting the French capital. 

The bride and bridegroom are second 
cousins, the duke’s mother being a prin- 
cess of Bourboun and Orleans. The 
bridegroom, whose first name is Ame- 
deus, passed his twenty-ninth birthday 
just a few days ago. He and his brother, 
Aimone, were reared and educated 
mainly in England, spending their vaca- 
tions in London at the home of Gen. 
Bagnani, who was then Italian military 
attache, and whose wife is a Canadian 

The brothers spent a long time in an 
Anglo-Saxon environment, but beyond 
giving them a fluent command of the 


|| English language, it did not curb the 


ardor of their royal Latin tempera- 
ments. 

The bridegroom is gay and debonair. 
the toast of all vacationists at Lido, 
near Venice, which is his favorite holli- 
day spot. The duke’s democratic airs 


-and his love of a good time recall the 


memory of King Victor Emmanuel Il 
or even the unrelated Edward VIII of 
England. 

The young duke distinguished him- 
setf as an avialor in Tripoli, being 
praised for his conduct there by no 
less @ person than the national bard, 
Gabriel D’Annunzio. Despite his youth, 
the duke did his bit during the war, 
and since then has lived the life of a 
country gentleman, practicing all forms 
of sport. 

The bridegroom’s father, the Duke 
of Aosta, was for eight years—1896 to 
1904—heir presumptive to the Italian 
throne. Crown Prince Humbert, who 
will be on hand for the wedding, was 
not born until a later date. 

In fact, if the King and Queen of 
Italy had had daughters only, the Duke 
s Apulia would be in line for succes- 
sion. 

Festivities Are Started. 


‘Actual festivities in connection with 
the wedding began tonight with a for- 
mal state dinner of 120 covers to in- 
troduce the future Duchess of Apulia 
to local nobility and society. At a great 
reception tomorrow the festivities will 
be continued.

LADY writes to says she wishes 
to give a party, or parties, to 
bring out her daughter, and asks 

my advice. One of her plans was to 
have an afternoon reception for a 
large number of her acquaintances, ask 
the other debutantes of the season to 
assist in receiving, and after the re- 
ception was over to have a dinner for 
the young people, followed by a dance. 
Another plan was to have a tea ~just 
for ladiés of all ages and a dance a 
few days later for debutantes and 
young men. 

I think she had better have a gen- 
eral reception, such as she was ar- 
ranging, for the larger circle of her 
acquaintances, male and female, and 
consider that enough for one day. She 
can, if she pleases, invite other debu- 
tantes to receive with her daughter, 
but after they have performed that 
rather trying and fatiguing duty, I 
should think they would be glad to re- 
fresh themselves with tea and then go 
home. Receptions of this sort usually 
last from 4 to 6, with a few stragglers 
loitering till 7. 

When giving the dance (a few days

Lost 10 to Central 
in 25 Years.

( acoption a rivalry that had its 


inception 25 years ago, in 1902, 
when Central triumphed over 
Tech by a score of 23 to 6, teams from 
these schools are once again awaiting 
Referee Magoffin’s whistle today in 
what constitutes “the battle of the 
century” among local gridiron enthu- 
siasts, regardless of the standing of 
either team in the high school series.

Some said Pro- 
moter Dick Donald had not paid what 
was claimed to be Dundee’s guarantee 
under the contract. Others declared 
that diflerences over referee had broken 
up the program. After a long delay 
following the two preliminaries, Hud- 
kins came into the ring, sa‘ there for 
15 minutes and left when Dundee did 
not show up. 

Ring attendants reported that Dun- 
dee had arrived in the dressing room 
and was taping his hands preparatory 
to filling his engagement. This. was 
told to Clyde Hudkins, but the latter 
was obdurate and. led his fighting 
brother, protesting, back down the 
aisle while the crowd stood up wait- 
ing for the next development. 

Max Waxman, manager of Dundee, 
declared that the titleholder would not 
enter the ring in his title bout tonight 
with Hudkins unless he was paid the 
$60,000 which Promoter Dick Donald, 
in a contract, guaranteed him. Wakx- 
man said he could produce Dundee 
within fifteen minutes of the time the 
money was paid him.

Septh W. P. Strehlinger, commis-

Joe Turnesa, of Elmsford, N. Y., and 
John Golden, of Paterson, N. J., are the 
other semifinalists. Turnesa eliminated 
Gene Sarazen, of New York, former 
open champion, 3 and 2, and Golden 
turned back Frances Gallet, of Wauwa- 
tosa, Wis., 4 and 2. Golden traded the 
lead all day with Gallet and finally 
pulled ahead on the last nine: holes. 


Hagen triumphed over Armour by 
getting an early lead and hanging 
on doggedly, mf&tching the open - 
champion shot for shot and finally 
running him out of holes by halv- 
ing the sixteenth when he was 
dormie three. 


The break in the match came on the 
fourth green in the morning round 
when Armour stymied himself after 
taking the third to be one up.

$1,500,000,000 THIS YEAR 


New Capital Taken and 
$500,000,000 for Refunding 
Indicate Industry’s Growth. 


GAS SHARES AT NEW HIGH

Further evidence of the rapid growth 
of the public utility industry is to be 
geen in the exceptional amount of new 
financing during recent months, cul- 
minating in a record volume for Oc- 
tober. It is estimated by the Bureau 
of Public Service Information that the 
utility industry during the first nine 
months of this year absorbed nearly 
$1,500,000,000 of new capital. There 
were also refunding operations ap- 
proximating $500,000,000 more, mostly 
for the purpose of reducing capital 
charges on invested money. 

Among important utility issues ap- 
pearing during the month were $35,000,- 
000 Philadelphia Electric first and re- 
funding 4%s, to yleld 4.58 per cent; 
$66,000,000 ‘New York Power & Light 
first mortgage 4%s, to yield 4.72 per 
cent: $35,000,000 Shawinigan Water & 
Power first mortgage and collateral 4148, 
to yield 4.75 per cent, and $10,000,000 
Duquesne Light Mortgage 4148, to yield 
4.55 per cent. In its current review of 
public utilities the National City Bank 
says: “The fact that such big issues 
are readily absorbed at these lev- 
els indicates that the better utilities 
are finding a larger place in the in- 
vestment accounts of those- ultra con- 
servatives who until recent years have 
confined themselves more closely to 
high-grade rails, municipals and other 
lower yield issues.’ 

With issues of $45,000,000 Cities Serv- 
ice Power & Light 5% gold debentures, 
$24,000,000 Penn Central Light & Power 
44s, and an additional $10,000,000 of 
Empire Gas & Fuel 7 per cent cumu-

BOAT LOST IN 3 MINUTES 


Sydney, New South Wales, Nov, 3 
(A.P.)—The peaceful decks of a plod- 
ding ferryboat were thrown intoAn up- 
roar of horror and death today when 
the boat carrying 150 persons, many of 
them school children, was crushed be- 


neath the bow of the steamship Tahiti, 
outward bound for San Francisco. 

There was a terrific explosion and 
timber was hurled in every direction, 
while the ferryboat settled rapidly and 
sank ‘within three minutes 

Latest estimates placed ‘the list of 
dead at 11 with 26 missing. 

Eleven bodies had been recovered this 
afternoon. Fifty persons were treated 
for injuries while the number of those 
rescued could not be definitely deter- 
mined since scores of small boats sped 
to the scene and picked up survivors, 
carrying them to scattered points along 


the harbor 


When the Tahiti struck the ferry- 
boat, there was a grinding crash and 
most of the boat’s passengers were 
thrown into the water, struggling and 
crying. for help. The Tahiti put out 
small boats to pick up the survivors as 
did other boats in the vicinity and the 
work of rescue went on rapidly. 

“It was a mess,” exclaimed one pas- 
senger after he had been saved. “The 
passengers never had a chance.” 

The Tahiti, after picking up all 
those it could find in the waters, con- 
tinued on her voyage to San Francisco.

The work thus far of the committee, 
which will hold another meeting next 
week to arrange more streets, provides 
the following important radial thor- 
Oughfares: Livingston and Naylor roads, 
Central avenue, Benning and Sheriff 
roads, Michigan avenue, Queen’s Chapel 
and Riggs roads to the District line; 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island avenues, Bladensburg road, Kan- 
Sas and Georgia avenues, Sixteenth 
street, Connecticut and Wisconsin ave- 
nues, River and Conduit roads. 


Some Streets Included. 


Included also in the radial classifica- 
tion is the line of North Capitol street, 
Michigan avenue, Harewood road and 
Blair road to the District boundary. 

In the cross-town category are the 
following: Reservoir road, with a pos- 
sible connection through Georgetown, 
to be studied further, to P and Q 
street bridges and by way of P street 
to Eckington. 

Garfield street, by way of Cleveland 
avenue, Calvert street and Columbia 
road to Sixteenth street. From Six- 
teenth street to Soldiers’ Home, the 
matter of widening Columbia road or 
combining the route with another 
street or streets, will be given further 
consideration. From Soldiers’ Home it 
will follow the line of Michigan avenue

PROTEST FILED IN COURT 
AGAINST BATHING POOL 


Permanent Injunction Sought 
to Stop Work on Site Near 
Langley School. 


UNLAWFUL, CITIZENS SAY 


A protest against the construction of 
a bathing pool on land adjacent to the 
Langley Junior High School at Second 
and T streets northeast was filed in 
Equity Court yesterday by Henry B. 
Myers, 3306 Rittenhouse street north- 
west, a member of the McKinley Manual 
Training School Alumni Association; 
William W. Spencer, 1348 Monroe street | 
northwest, also a member; Edwin B. | 
Lawless, member of the North Capitol | 
Citizens Association, of 310 Randolph 
street northeast, and Robert C. Carter, 
130 R street northeast, a member of 
the Langley Parent-Teacher Association 

The defendants are Col. Ulysses 
Grant 3d, director of public build- 
ings and public parks; Frank White, 
treasurer of the United States, and C 
G. Loehler, the contractor. 

The protest is in the nature of an in- 


junction bill which does not ask for a 
temporary injuction. It does ask for a 
permanent injunction, and if the bill 
follows its usual course in the Equity 
Courts the bathing pool will have been 
completed and the whole case become 
moot before the court has acted. 

The plaintiffs sue as taxpayers of the 
District of Columbia and direct thei! 
protests at the use of an appropriation 
by Congress for the District. It is al- 
leged that Col. Grant is not proceedin’ 
according to law. The land on whic! 
the pool is being erected was acquired 
for school purposes and according to 
the appropriation bill the pool could 
be erected only on land acquired for 
park or playground purposes, and with 
the approval of the Comm*sion of 
Fine Arts. The approval of the com- 
mission was not obtained, the plaintiffs 
allege. 

The court was informed that the 
commission on September 19 wrote to 
Col. Grant and told him that “it is un- 
fortunate that the land for the swim- 
ming pool must be cut out of the 
grounds of the Langley Junior High 
School and of the McKinley Manual 
Training School. The space itself is 
inadequate. It is in too close proximity 
to residences on one side and to a 
school playground on another side. 
The purchase of the land to the north 
of the Emery School, where the land 
is cheap and where there is room to 
develop a swimming pool adequately, 
would have been the economical course 
to pursue. On the site selected the 
pool must suffer undue contraction; 
space needed for school purposes must 
be taken and two jurisdictions must be 
maintained.” 

About 200 residents of the District 
and members of the Langley Parent- 
Teacher Association, the plaintiffs de- 
clared, protested against the location 
of the pool on October 18, and on Octo- 
ber 24 the North Capitol Citizens Asso- 
ciation voiced its disapproval, as did 
also the executive committee of the 
Tech Alumni Association. These pro- 
tests were unheeded, it is averred. 

Through Attorneys Humphreys & 
Anderson, the court was asked to halt 
the construction by Loehler under a 
contract dated October 6 and to pre- 
vent the payments of funds from the 
Treasury for the work.

SUPPORT DENIED WIFE 
LIVING WITH HUSBAND 


Hoehling Says Decree Might 
Lead to Suits for More 
Pin Money. 


The Equity Court, Justice Adolph A. 
Hoehling presiding, yesterday declined 
to award maintenance to a wife living 
in the same house with her husband on 
the ground that the court may be 
swamped with similar cases in which 


money or regular household and per- 
sonal allowance. The case is that of 
Mrs. Grace M. Miller, wife of Philip A. 


Miller, navy yard employe, who sought 
maintenance for herself and minor 
child while still living under the same 
roof with Miller. 

In an opinion overruling the motion 
for maintenance, Justice Hoehling says 
that the court “should not undertake 
to regulate the duty of a husband to 
support his wife and child while the 
parties are living together. If the 
court has jurisdiction in such cases, 
then it necessarily ‘results that it can 
be called upon in individual cases to 
regulate the amount a husband should 
contribute” in cases where the hus- 
band is charged with having contrib- 
uted too little or none at all. 

The court took judicial notice of the 
fact that there are wives too numerous 
to mention who are not satisfied with 
the amounts given them by their hus- 
bands while they are living together 
and that if one case is entitled to re- 
lief, every dissatisfied wife is entitled 
to relief, thus requiring the court to 
act as a board of arbitration to deter- 
mine how much a wife needs or should 
have.

Institute City Will Have No 
Literary Bonfires. 


SPAETH SPEAKS ON JAZZ 


Pro-English literature will be distrib- 
uted’ from the Washington Public 
Library along with anti-English, and 
the public may draw its own ocon- 
clusions, Dr. George F. Bowerman, 
District Librarian, declared last night 
in an introductory address at the 
opening of the Community Institute of 
Washington, at Central High School. 

Dr. Bowerman directed a subtle shaft 
at the Chicago executive whose 
charges of British influence in Ameri- 
can schools have attracted the atten- 
tion of the country. 

“So long as I am your public li- 
brarian there will be no bonfires in 
Mount Vernon Square,” he said. “I 
believe the people should be informed 
on both sides of a question, and 
wherever we find a moot question we 
intend to present both sides.” 

Among the questions characterized 
as “moot” by the librarian, in addition 
to the pro and antiBritish problem 
were fundamentalism and modernism, 
protective tariff and free trade. “It is 
educated public opinion that counts— 
not propaganda,” Dr. Bowerman said. 

Sigmund Spaeth, speaker of the eve- 
ning, declared te “jazzmania” of to- 
day a treat ient of life as well as of 
music, and a revolt against established 
traditions and conventions. Emphasiz- 
ing his points with sketches :. the pi- 
ano, the musical humorist dissected 
typically popular music, showing where 
modern composers have borrowed or 
“stolen” their mumbers from music of 
the masters. 

Beethoven was not above the use of 
“inzz” technique, and Wagner applied 
“jazz” treatment to opera, Spaeth de- 
clared. Fundamentally, however, jazz 
is merely a distortion of the conven- 
tional, he said. 

Frederick A. Delano presided at the 
ovening of the institute, and William 
Bruce King, president of the Society of 
Fine Arts, made a brief address.

RIGHT TO SUBSTITUTE

Men Paid Less Than Outside 
Labor Receives, Review 
Officials Are Told. 


Hearings of the Navy Wage Board of 
Review at the Navy Department were 


enlivened yesterday, when James J. 
Higgins, general organizer, United 
Association of Journeymen Plumbers of 
the United States and Canada, charged 
that it and local navy yard boards 
were changing stautes openly, legislat- 
ing for themselves, and creating wage 
competition, gradually thereby under- 
mining American living standards for 
workingmen. 

Mechanical employes of the Navy, 
according to Mr. Higgins, now wonder 
whether the law requiring wage ad- 
jJustment is a scrap of paper, in view 
of the general board’s consistent cut- 
ting of wages. Asserting that action of 
the Navy Wage Boards cost the labor 
organizations time, trouble and money, 
by continually tearing down American 
living standards they seek to maintain, 
he challenged their right to substitute 
opinion for the law. 

James Lennon, sheet metal workers’ 
representative, said that outside wages 
for this.class was $1.10 an hour, and the 
Navy boards generally had fecommend- 
ed only 90 cents. Outside workers here, 
he declared, drew $1.37% an hour. 


Increases for Annapolis Urged, 


Joseph M. Armstrong, Annapolis, 
representing Government employes at 
the Naval Academy, asked increases for 
them, and bewailed the fact that re- 
quests were being rejected annually. 
He recommended equalization of all 
mechanical rates in yards and stations. 

Other representatives presented 
figures showing erroneous recommenda- 
tions of local boards, filed briefs of 
their views, and . statistics showing 
where outside employers were paying 
higher scales, which remained uncon- 
sidered by Navy boards. 

N. P. Alifas, of this city, machinist 
official, speaking for that trade, called 
the board’s attention to the fact that 
it represented the largest number of 
and most skilled employes, and that the 
character of their work demanded in- 
creased compensation. Edward W. 
Kloter, of this city, urged more pay for 
electrical workers. 

Demands of optical workers, painters, 
riggers, sail makers and saw filers will 
be heard at the closing session of the 
board today.

Co., who bid 38 cents per thousand 
brick more than he did. 

McCarl recommended to the commis- 
sioners that the contract with the 
United Clay Products Co. be vacated, 
that the bids both of that concern and 
of Clark be rejected and the order be 
readvertised so that entirely new bids 
would be received. He said that there 
was slight difference between the bricks 
offered by the two vendors and that 
both, when tested, proved of such 
quality that they might have been 
rejected under the specifications. The 
commissioners todk the communica- 
tion from McCarl under advisement.

Articles incorporating the Montgom- 
ery Bus Lines, which will organize in 
one system the bus lines operating be-

As soon as the tax commission ap- 
proves the articles, and they are re- 
corded in the office of the clerk of the 
Circuit Court, at Rockville, the com- 
pany will elect officers and announce 
its operating plan. The company’s 
capital is $50,000, divided into 1,000 
shares of $50 each. The company has 
just contracted to purchase the bus 
line operating between Rockville and 
Washington, and on November 21 will 
inaugurate an improved schedule on 
this line.
